In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argues regarding claim 1 that Liddy does 
not suggest "stored queries" as recited in the claim 1. The Examiner stated that the "stored queries" is a broad term 
which can be interpreted in many different ways, The applicant's representative agreed with the Examiner. 
The applicant's representative proposed to add a limitation of "other than a current user". The Examiner pointed out 
that applicant's representative to be even more specific because "other than a current user" can be interpreted as any 
one other than a current user who has logged in previously? or any one other than a current user who has never 
logged in previously? The applicant's representative thought the Examiner's questions are helpful in assisting the 
representative to come up with claim language that would overcome the applied prior art and at the same time highlight 
the novelty of the invention. 
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
